He is going into those sacred pre- 


eincts gunning for the. 40 electoral 


votes from which the democrats al- 
ready have claimed homescead rights. 

He will speak in New York city in 
October, his spokesman said today 
and he may speak at other centers in 
the state, including Buffalo where re- 
publicans are extremely anxious to 


have him. : 

Hoover is the first to agree with 
those who say he is probably the 
worst orator who ever ran for presi- 
dent but just the same he is game 
to go into New York where they have 
been raised on the piquant brand of 
Governor Smith. He may also go into 
New Jersey where Smith is as popu- 
lar as he is in New York. 

The importance of a supreme effort 
in the eastern states, particularly 
New York and New Jersey, was im- 
pressed upon Hooyer today by his 
luncheon guests, Charles D. Hilles, 
New York national committeeman, 
and Daniel E. Pomeroy, New Jersey 
committeeman and vice chairman of 
the national committee. Hilles was 
violently anti-Hoover before the con- 
vention but is going along now, al- 
though refusing to let the original 
Hoover group in New York get their 
hands in the state machinery.

‘CARNES’ ACCOUNTS 


Efforts to trace Clinton S. Carnes, 
treasurer of the Baptist Home Mis- 
sion board and wealthy business man, 
‘who disappeared on August 15 when 
he was scheduled for a trip to 
ae N. C., on business, have been 
unavai in spite of the use of both 
newspapers and the radio, it was 
announced Monday afternoon at the 
‘ mission board’s offices. 

Auditors who were employed Fri- 
day and who began a check up of the 
books on Saturday will deliver their 
‘report in a few days, and a meeting 
of the executive board of the home 
missions board will be held to de- 
termine what further action it will 
it was said by 
Dr. B. D. Gray, executive secretary 
of the board and acting treasurer. 

Dr. L. R. Christie, president of the 
board, is expected in Atlanta today 
or Wednesday to aid in the search 
for Mr. Carnes, while Dr. Austin 
Crouch, executive secretary of the 
Southern Baptist convention, arrived 
here Sunday. Dr. George W. Truitt, 
president of the convention, is expect- 
ed here within a few days from 
Lynchburg, Va., where he has been 
Visiting relatives. 

Samuel Carnes, elder son of the 
missing Atlantan, has taken over di- 
rection of the large holdings of his 
father, it was stated Monday. 

Mr. Carnes was «due to leave for 
Raleigh on August 15, and had told 
friends that he might also go on to 
Boston. When he failed to return 
as scheduled, members of the home 
mission board and his family began 
investigating. They learned that he 
had not been to Raleigh so far as any 
of the people he was to have seen 
there knew. 

Thomas H. Scott, attorney for Mr. 
Carnes, said Monday night that he 
will inyoke- the aid of local police to- 
day in the search for the Atlantan. 
The police will be asked to communi- 
eate with officials in other cities and 
request that a watch be established 
for Mr. Carnes, Mr. Scott said. 


Fortune Intact. 

Mr. Scott said that although sev- 
eral persons have reported seeing Mr. 
Carnes on Atlanta streets within the 
past few days, he does not place any 
credence in these reports. ‘The more 
probable theory is that Mr. Carnes 
has either fallen ill somewhere after 
starting for Raleigh, N. C., or Colum- 
bia, 8. C., on business, or that he has 
met with foul play, it was said. 

He has checked over Mr. Carnes’ 
personal bank account and has found 
it in perfect shape, while no clues 
were obtained from a search of the 
missing Atlantan’s office and desk, 
Mr. Scott said. Mr. Scott estimates 
Mr. Carnes’ personal fortune at sev- 
eral hundred thousands of dollars, the 
missing man having large real estate 
holdings. 

Pending the report of Ernst and 
Ernest, the auditors who are making 
the special investigation of the board's 
finances, it was said that the recent 
annual andit, made several months 
ago, showed the board’s affairs to be 
in perfect condition,

AT JCFFERSONVILLE 


' Mr. Hardwick summarized his reasons 


Jeffersonville, Ga., August 27.—(/) 
Urging his audience to maintain their 
allegiance to the Jeffersonian prin- 


ciples of democracy, Thomas W. 
Hardwick, former United States sena- 
tor and former governor of Georgia, 
delivered an address to a crowd which 
packed the superior courtroom here 
today. ‘The speaker was frequently 
interrupted by the cheers of the crowd 
as he outlined the issues involved in 
the presidential campaign and ably 
supported the cause of Alfred Smith, 
nominee of the democratic party. Mr. 
Hardwick spoke for over an hour. 

The speaker was introduced to his 
audience by Mrs. W. M. Whitehurst, 
wife of the mayor of Jeffersonville.

word to his heads of departments and 
the negroes and whites were again 
mixed, negro men working side by side 
with white girls, 

Senator Harris said in speaking to 
your correspondent about the state- 
ment published in the last number of 
the Christian Index that no order had 
been passed authorizing the mixing of 
the races, “no formal order was neces- 
sary, and probably none was passed, 
as certified to by Mr. Haskins in the 
Index.”

RECORD OF RIVERS 
SCORED BY FORT 


Jackson, Ga., August 27.—E. D. 
Rivers’ record in the legislature was 
criticized here today by T. Hicks Fort, 
of Columbus, one ef Governor Hard- 
man’s campaign managers. Mr. Fort 
spoke at noon recess of the court in 
the Butts county cvurthouse, Judge 
Ogden Persons granting him an hour's 
time for his address® The courtroom 
was filled to overflowing. 

Mr. Rivers’ claims to favor economy 
in state government were ridiculed 
by Mr. Fort, who quoted the records 
to show that Rivers had voted against 
reducing the number of gasoline in- 
spectors and saving the state vast 
sums. His record was also shown in 
the case of the bank at Adel, where 
Mr. Rivers had obtained more than 
$3,000 in fees as liquidating agent and 
attorney for a defunct bank whose en- 
tire capital was only $25,000. 

“That may explain why Mr. Rivers 
voted against a resolution calling for 
an investigation of the costs of liqui- 
dating nearly 100 banks which had 
gone broke in Georgia,” said Mr. Fort. 
“Depositors, stockholders and creditors 
were waiting to recover what they 
could from the wreckage of the Adel 
bank, but Mr. Rivers had already got- 
ten his, and it was in his pocket when 
he voted against that resolution.” 

Replying to Mr. Rivers’ charges that 
yovernor Hardman was trying to buy 
his election and that he bought it two 
years ago, Mr. Fort declared that this 
was an insult to the people of Georgia, 
a direct charge that the voters sold out 
in 1926. He declared that the Hard- 
man campaign was_- spending less 
money than in any statewide contest 
he had known, and that every dollar 
was being expended in a_ perfectly 
legitimate way. ‘ 

Use of the many hundreds of high- 
way department employees as political 
emissaries for Mr. Rivers was shown 
up by Mr. Fort, who quoted letters 
from all over Georgia to show that 
automobiles operated by the highway 
machine and paid for by the state are 
earrying Kivers’ placards and that 
employees of the department are open- 
ly working for Rivers all over Geor- 
gia.

OF AIR VOYAGERS 


Port Townsend, Wash., August 27. 
(P)—An intensive two-day search of 


the bays and shore lands of this re- 
gion for the giant tri-motored mono- 
plane of the British ‘Columbia Air- 
ways company, which vanished Sat- 
urday with four passengers and two 
pilots aboard, late today had yielded 
a host of rumors and reports, but 
nothing of the ship. 

A report that the plane had been 
found at Washington Harbor, north- 
west of here, with seven bodies aboard. 
sent coast guard vessels on a_ wild 
goose chase this afternoon. The re- 
port proved untrue. 

Oil spots were found on the surface 
of Washington harbor Saturday night 
and several persons insisted’ they 
heard a plane, flying in circles, and 
sputtering through the fog at about 
11 a. m. Saturday, followed by a crash 
as if a large body had struck the 
water. 

A fisherman told searchers that the 
plane had passed over his head twice, 
the last time so low that he ducked. 
Almost immediately the plane seemed 
to strike the water, but he was not 
able to find a trace of the ship when 
he reached the spot.

or seen the plane in distress over 
other settlements in the peninsula.

best of doctors—that is, if the whole 
business is net attributed to “another 
cold” and all further interest to find 
out what does ail the sufferer sup- 
pressed. 

In the season—that is, within the 
period of the year when pollen is in 
the air, the specific pollen to which 
one happens to be sensitized—it is 
more difficult to diagnose these near 
asthma cases than it is when the pa- 
tient has symptoms out of season. 
There are so many kinds of pollen 
that may be responsible for hay fever 
or asthma and before the physician 
can fairly decide that the trouble is 
pollinosis at least certain groups of 
pollens must be excluded by skin tests. 
And if it seems reasonable to assume 
that the trouble is not from pollen, 
then there remains a long list of other 
protein substances to which the in- 
dividual may happen to be sensitive 
and it is up to the doctor to decide 
whether or which proteins to select 
for testing the patient’s sensitivity. 
Just as an index of the extent of the 
probabilities, here are a few of the 
protein substances that are found re- 
sponsible for many cases of asthma: 

Horse dander, cat hair, dog hair, 
goose feathers, canary feathers, parrot 
feathers, house dust, egg white, straw- 
berry, mushroom, intestinal worms, 
lice, bacteria (perhaps in some hidden 
or neglected focus of infection). 


Dr. Ray M. Baleat, of Oklahoma, 


City, reports quite a number of hay 
fever or asthma cases in which the 
inciting factor is orris root. He says 
that orris root is an ingredient of 


many face powders, face packs, astrin- | 


gent packs, cleansing’ powders and 
creams, scented tales, bath powders, 
tooth powders, soaps, and orris oil is 
used in many synthetic perfumes, Per- 
sons who are sensitive to orris root 
are affected by most scented cosmetics, 
which contain orris root or the oil. 

If the physician suspects orris root 
and finds by skin test that the patient 
is sensitized, he may desensitize the 
patient by a course of weekly hypo- 
dermie injections of gradually increas- 
ing doses of orris extract, beginning 
with homeopathic doses, just as in.the 
treatment of hay fever when the spe- 
cific pollen has been determined by 
the skin test. Dr. Baleat found that 
orris root sensitive patients who had 
complained of frequent “colds” in the 
winter time, reported freedom from 
the winter “colds” after the course 
of specific orris root therapy. 

There is a fairly frequent condition, 
not exactly asthma, nor yet hay fever, 
but sometimes mimicing these, some- 
times manifesting itself in what has 
been called the “machine gun sneeze,” 
that is, frequently sudden attacks of 
sneezing, that is often due toa 
“silent” foeus of infection in or around 
the ethmoid cells or sinus in the roof 
of the nose. 

No doubt a great many moderate, 
more or less periodic conditions pass 
as “colds” when in fact they are man- 
ifestations of some” specific protein 
sensitivization, the patient coming in 
contact with the specific protein now 
and again, and unknowingly ascribing 
his asthma, hay fever or hyperesthetic 
rhinitis to “another cold.”

Queen Helen took the court first 
in defense of her singles crown and 
repulsed the brave challenge of her 
doughty fellow Californian, Helen 
Jacobs, of Santa Barbara, winning 
6-2, 6-1. Then paired with Mrs. Hazel 
Hotchkiss Wightman, veteran ex- 
champion from Boston, Miss Wills fig- 
ured in another speedy victory at the 
expense of Miss Edith Cross, of San 


Francisco, and Mrs. Lawrence A. Har- | 


per, of Los Angeles, 6-2. 6-2. 


to beat Miss Jacobs. 
Holds Three Titles. 

Pfy her singles victory, Miss Wills 
achieved the unprecedented feat of 
winning the championships of France, 
England and the United States in a 
single season and in straight sets. 

If the day had another heroine be- 
sides Miss Wills it was Mrs. Wight- 
man, who at the age of 42, carried 
her full share of the burden in the 
doubles play. It was the second na- 
_tional championship for the Wills- 
‘Wightman combination as they scored 
in 1924 when Miss Wills also made a 
clean sweep of both titles. Winning 
today, they succeeded as champions 
the English team of Mrs. Kathleen 
McKane Godfree and Miss Gertrude 
. Harvey, who did not come over to de- 
fend their laurels. 

The enthusiastic 
to 5,000 persons who watched the 
matches this afternoon saw Miss 
Wills at the peak of her great game. 
Although not noted as a doubles play- 
er, she backed up Mrs. Wightman’s 
sparkling net play with deadly driving 
and made few errors.

No Set Up. 


On the other side of the net from 
the champion this afternoon was a 
determined young player who at her 
best is nobody's set-up, and the big 
test found her playing at the top of 
her game. It was not nearly good 
enough, however, and shot by shot, 
point by point, Miss Wills proceeded 
to prove that there is no one in 
America who even approaches her in 
ability. 

Knowing the futility of attempting 
to drive with the champion, Miss 
Jacobs at the start chose other wea- 
pons. A net attack was used with 
some effect and Miss Jacobs’ overhead 
kills combined with skillful chop 
strokes to unguarded corners enabled 
her to hold the champion even in the 
matter of placements. 

But play proceeded. Miss Jacobs 
found herself more and more drawn 
into a driving duel and in this she 
was steadily worsted, Miss Wills be- 
ing far more accurate off the ground.

In the second set the champion was 
driving the challenger back from the 
net with well-placed lobs and passing 
shots, forcing her to trade drives.

The Braves 
were hard hit by the departure of 
Hank Gowdy, first major league play- 
er to volunteer for war service. 

The victory of the Chicago White

Also noticeable was the number of 
games won by a single point. Pitts- 
burgh and Southern California each 
lost the only game in which they were 
defeated by one*point. Illinois beat 
Northwestern by one point, and one 
point accounted for Missouri’s victory 
over Nebraska. There were any num- 
ber of other games where a single 
point was the margin of victory, 

Same Old Thing. 


You might suppose that in the light 
of this record, coaches would spend 


great time and effort to develop men 


who can kick goals after touchdowns, 
‘but the chances are that goals will 


continue to.be missed in the same old 
way. 

Perhaps the most astonishing thing 
last season was the number of tie 
games, a lot of them between suppos- 
edly strong and supposedly mediocre 
teams. Some of these draw contests 
were those between Minnesota and In- 
diana, Vanderbilt and Tennessee, Min- 
nesota and Notre Dame, Pittsburgh 
and Washington-Jefferson, Illinois and 
Iowa State, Geneva and Bucknell, Po- 
mona and California Southern 
Branch, Springfield Training school, 
and Providence and Union, Texas Ag- 
gies and Texas Christian, Washington 
State and Idaho, New York university 
and Colgate, Georgia Tech and Vander- 
bilt and Stanford and Southern Cali- 
fornia. Colgate and Brown tied for 
the third successive year. 

You will hear Tufts and Centenary 
mentioned as the untied teams of last 
season, and Illinois, Minnesota, Ten- 
nessee, Washington and _ Jefferson, 
Geneva, Texas Aggies, Springfield and 
Pomona hailed as the unbeaten elevens.

Of course there were many more. Foot- 
ball teams are becoming as common 
in the United States as golf courses. 
There are all of 15,000 college players, 
possibly 250 of them of all-American 
calibre. That’s what makes it so easy 
to pick an all-star eleven. 

But we were speaking of undefeated 
teams. Possibly some of them are 
not nationally known. Ypsilanti Nor- 
mal college, for example, played an 
eight-game schedule and was neither 
beaten nor tied.

| Strongest Teams. 

Among the strongest elevens last 
season were Yale, Pittsburgh, Army, 
Princeton, Southern California, IIli- 
nois, Minnesota, New York university, 
Dartmouth, Georgetown, Georgia Tech, 
Centenary, Georgia and Texas Aggies. 
That doesn’t mean there were no other 
strong elevens. ‘There were plenty 
of them. 

The dream of a football rooter would 
be to make a schedule after the sea- 
son closed. With such hind-sight he 
could fix it so that the strong teams 
would play each other. Before a sea- 
soh opens, no one—not even the 
coaches—know which the strong teams 
are going to be. They know which col- 
leges have the material but they don’t 
know how it is going to turn out, and 
they don’t know how that material is 
going to be affected by strains and 
bréaks. 

On paper, such elevens as Princeton, 
Illinois, Yale, Pennsylvania, Georgia 
Tech, Dartmouth, Harvard, Army, 
Minnesota, Navy, Southern California, 
Detroit, Purdue, New York university 
and Georgetown should be strong. So 
should many more. The question which 
will be strong on the field will be an- 
swered later.

Golf matches are invariably wou 
on and around the greens. Amer- 
icans have proven this in all Wal- 
ker cup matches. In the last one 
Tolley had apparently the better 
of Jones on the first hole, but took 
three putts.

Possibly a good style, 
yet it has not brought home the 
bacon like the orthodox methods 
of Jones, Von Elm, Johnson, Oui- 
met and others. But all Ameri- 
cans are not orthodox in putting, 
as the sketch of a New England 
golfer putting through his legs 
will show. This scheme has the 
one advantage of permitting the 
player to sight over the ball to the 
hole.

Washington, August 27.—“Perfect 
radio” is promised on at least seventy 
of the ninety broadcast channels un- 
der a plan of reallocation that is now 
undergoing the rigid scrutiny of ex- 
perts. The plan is the latest evolved 
by the federal radio commission and 
its staff of engineers and advisers in 
their effort to revise the broadcasting 
structure in accordance with the man- 
date of congress.

HARDMAN PRAISED 
FOR WAR ON MAST 


Charges of waste in the state high- 
way department made by Governor L. 


G. Hardman in a statement printed 
Sunday have att. .cted widespread in- 
terest throughout the state, according 
to a statement issued Monday by 
Hardman campaign headquarters. 

Numerous letters and telegrams con- 
gratulating the governor on this state- 
ment were received at campaign head- 
quarters Monday from many promi- 
nent persons of the state, according to 
the Hardman campaign managers. 

The statement of the Hardman head- 
quarters is as follows: 

“No statement issued in the present 
gubernatorial campaign has aroused so 
much interest and comment as has the 
startling document by Governor Hard- 
man published on Sunday. This state- 
ment showed by facts and figures 
the remarkable waste of the public’s 
money by the state highway machine 
organization which has been perpetuat- 
ed in office by Senator Rivers and his 
group of obsfructionists. 

Telegrams Pour Into Office. 

“All day Monday there poured into 
Governor Hrrdman’s office and his 
campaign headquarters a flood of tele- 
grams and letters congratulating him 
upon the exposure of the highway ma- 
chine’s extravagances, as shown in 
official figures prepared by S. J. 
Slate, state auditor. Many visitors 
called personally to express their ap- 
preciation of the prblication of the 
governor's statement, and to relate 
instances they personally had observed 
of the waste and extravagance of the 
highway department, coupled with its 
utter failure to observe the conven- 
ience of the public and provide roads 


fleet of 235 cars was $67,200.05. It 
‘was further shown that hundreds of 
employees who have hardly any use 


for a car, save to travel between their 
lodging place and the offices, are as- 
signed automobiles for their exclusive 
use, and that as soon as an automobile 
loses its shiny new appearance it is 
promptly traded in for a new ear. 
“The state highway laws are faulty.

“Governor Hardman two years ago 
promised the people a change of ad- 
ministration in the highway depart- 
ment. He made his first step toward 
carrying out that pledge by appoint- 
ing a new chairman of .the depart- 
ment, in whose honesty and ability he 
had complete faith. The state sen- 
ate, under the leadership of Senator 
Rivers, declined to confirm that ap- 
pointment. The senate bloc declared 
that no appointment to that office 
would be confirmed unless _ the 
incumbent was named, and that 
chairman has thus been kept in of- 
fice, against the avowed wishes of 
the voters of Georgia, who repudiat- 
ed him at the polls two years ago.

The crop reporting board recently issued 
a statement which indicates clearly to the 
initiated that it considers this an abnormal 
season owing to data which it has gathered 
on weevil and which it says operate in 
cycles. It does not say in specific language 
that this is a year of increasing damage 
from these pests but past weather records 
indicate that it Is.

‘The num- 
ber of spindles now operating is the 
lowest in many years. If a world 
wide business depression existed the 
prospects for an increase in the con- 
sumption might be considered dubious. 
But aside from textiles the United 
States is uncommonly busy and many 
of the major industries have operated 
at the highest summer level in their 
history. The farm income promises 
to be high and in terms of purchas- 
ing power of non-agricultural com- 
modities it will be the best in many 
years. 

Therefore no apprehension over the 
country’s ability to consume cotton 
goods at present prices need be felt, 
and after the crop uncertainties are 
cleared away it will be surprising if 
there is not a revival in goods business 
that will carry it to a large volume.
